knowledge farther than their ancestors 
in Africa had advanced in 2500 years. 

There was illiteracy among the 
whites of the South, as among the 
whites of the rest of the country, and 
in greater proportion, for reasons thor- 
oughly understood by students of his- 
tory. Then, too, illiteracy in the South, 
judged by the figures dealing with adult 
whites, tended to decrease, while in the 
North it tended to increase, in the 20 
years before the war. In the 10 years 
between 1850 and 1860 the number of 
persons at school increased 48 per cent. 
in the South and 50 per cent. in the rest 
of the country, and it may be of interest 
to ignoramuses who talk and write of 
no public schools in the South before 
the war to state that the 781,199 South- 
ern children in the public schools in 
1860 represented an increase of 49 per 
cent. over those in the public schools in 
1850, while the increase of that class of 
pupils in the rest of the country had 
been 47 per cent. in the same period. 
These figures evidently take no account 
of the children in home schools, repre- 
senting two or more families, enjoying 
the benefits of one tutor or governess, 
a marked feature of education in the 
South at that time. 

It may be well to recall the facts that 
in the 72 years of the old Constitution 
9 of the 15 occupants of the Presidency 


of the United States were Southern 
born, their terms extending over 49 
years, and that in the same period 


Southern statesmanship and Southern 
military genius, maintaining its record 
of the days of the Revolutionary War, 
added 2,100,000 square miles of land to 
the territory of the United States, about 
two-thirds of its present land area. 
Granting that literate or illiterate ig- 
norance, South as well as North, may 
have some knowledge of the names and 
achievements of such Southerners

prominent in science, statecraft, educa- 
tion, journalism, theology, transporta- 
tion or manufacturing, and making ri- 
diculous twentieth-century suggestions 
by ignorance about the lack of intel- 
lectual vigor in the South. 

These facts are recalled because there 
is a pressing necessity that no oppor- 
tunity should be lost to direct the at- 
tention of the rising generation in the 
South to the positive facts of American 
history—social, economic and political— 
in which the South played such an illus- 
trious part before 1860, Without that 
knowledge and without ability to apply 
the lessons in that knowledge the future 
South is likely to participate in the 
making of American history spelling 
disaster to this country. That knowl- 
edge and that ability are likely to be 
suppressed if the opportunism now ram- 
pant in the Southern educational pro- 
gram be permitted to become a settled 
habit for the training of educational 
Esaus. 

Because many of the elements that 
have mastered insurmountable 
obstacles in bringing the South to its 
present material prosperity have there- 
by lost something of the power to real- 
ize the true purpose of material progress 
or have been too absorbed in their mar- 
velous task to lend the aid of their nrac- 
tical wisdom to the development of the 
educational system, that system has 
been grafted with many evils that could 
not have touched it had its natural and 
healthy evolution not been sadly inter- 
rupted by the war and perverted during 
the helplessness in this respect of the 
intelligence of the South in the 10 or 15 
years following the war. The greatest 
perversion appears in the training of a 
generation of educationalists in the 
South to look to other parts for educa- 
tional money and, consequently, for 
educational initiative. Under the spur 
of purest philanthropic impulses, George 
Peabody made a gift 40 years ago in- 
tended by him to be an educational aid 
to a people in the depths of poverty. 
Peabody was hardly dead before the 
actual administration of his trust be- 
came the medium for the promotion of 
an agitation encouraging the South to 
believe that it was unable to educate its 
children and to look outside itself for 
educational alms. It was not mere 
chance that used the actual administra- 
tion of the Peabody Fund as fhe pivot 
upon which to turn a long-devised but 
adroitly manipulated movement, which 
emerged in all its horrid proportions 
only when it was thought that the time 
was ripe to attempt to stagger intelli- 
gence by the use of the $43,000,000 Gen- 
eral Educational Fund. It was perfectly 
natural that educational soil, run down 
by cultivation under misdirected, mis- 
taken use of the Peabody Fund, should 
give grateful welcome to the defertiliz- 
ing—save for the growth of noxious 
weeds—$43,000.000 Educational Fund. 

Educationalists raised in the school of 
stirpiculture financed by such methods 
should not be harshly judged when they 
betray the effects of the miasma which 
has surrounded them. But charity for 
them must not check the determination 
to keep straight the interpretation of 
American history so that the miasma 
may not be intensified, but may be over- 
come.

THE UNITED STATES AS A WORLD POWER. 

The power of the United States in world affairs has for its foundation materia} 
resources and geographical location unmatched by any other country—we might 
safely say, unmatched by any other continent. Our peculiar advantages, our vast 
resources for the development of manufactures, for the production of foodstuffs 
with which to supply the needs of hundreds of millions of people and for growing 


the materials—cotton and wool—with which to clothe them, are unique. The 
world has no duplicate. 
Europe, with 400,000,000 people, has 42,000 square miles of coal land. The 


United States, with 87,000,000 people, has 350,000 square miles of good coal and 
150,000 square miles of inferior coals and lignites. Our coal supply is at least 
ten times as great as Europe's, and is greater than all the known coal supply of 
the rest of the world. Europe raises practically no cotton. We raise $700,000,000 
worth a year. Europe has five times as many mouths to feed, but of wheat and 
corn combined we raise one-half of all produced in the world, and about 500,000,- 
000 more bushels than all produced in Europe. Europe may partly offset this by 
rye, but we offset rye by rice and other foodstuffs. 

With 6 per cent. of the land area of the world and 5% per cent. of the world’s 
population, we have one-half of its wheat and corn, 70 per cent. of its cotton, more 
coal than has been discovered in the rest of the world, and as much iron ore. Our 
water-powers can be developed to such an extent that they would furnish mare 
power than is used in all the power plants in America. They are easily accessible, 
near to centers of population, or of industry, or to the raw materials for manufac- 
turing or mining. 

With 5% per cent. of the world’s population, we have 40 per cent. of the world’s 
railroad mileage, and our traffic is growing so rapidly that we need to double our 
entire railroad facilities within the next 19 or 15 years, Our population increases 
at-the rate of about 2 per cent. a year. On the present basis of 87,000,000, this 
would give us 17,000,000 to 18,000,000 more people in the next 10 years, and some- 
thing over 20,000,000 in the following decade. This will give us over 125,000,000 
by 1930 and 150,000,000 people by 1940. In 30 years we will add to our population 
more than the total population of the entire country in 1880. In 30 years our 
population will be about 70 per cent. larger than it is today, but by virtue of the 
increasing power of transportation on land and sea, the use of the telephone and 
telegraph—which are among the greatest agents that ever came into existence for 
accelerating business and adding to man’s productive capacity—the 70 per cent. 
of increase in population will have a far greater potentiality than the total popu- 
lation of today. In other words, the 150,000,000 people that will be living in the 
United States by 1940 will vastly exceed in their potentiality to produce and to 
consume what the same number could do today. It is not at all impossible, judging 
the future by the past, that the individual potentiality will be doubled, and that 
the 150,000,000 people 30 years hence will be equal in producing and consuming 
power to 300,000,000 people today. 

We.have the material foundation on which to build. Our resources have really 
been but scarcely touched. We have hardly begun to find out what we have. 
We are affrighted by stories about the destruction of our natural resources, unduly 
alarmed, in fact, for many of these reports are based on false premises. We have 
been moving very rapidly in the last 10 or 15 years into a scientific age in which 
conservation of our resources is taking the form of a higher efficiency through 
scientific study. We are getting more out of our soil. We are saving our timber 
by the wonderful development of concrete in construction. We are greatly increas- 
ing the efficiency of coal by the utilization of the gas engine. We are developing 
water-powers, the use of which will to some extent lessen the demand on the 
coal mines. About the so-called danger of destroying our prosperity by the waste 
of natural resources we need not be seriously disturbed, because science has for 
years been doing the work which recent discussions about conservation have 
taken up as though it were something new and startling. The victory for con- 
servation through the improvement of soil by adding to its productivity, the 
saving of coal by better handling and better methods of firing, by the gas engine, 
and by other scientific attainments, and the reforestation of our cut-over timber 
lands, had been practically won long before the hurrah of recent months. The 
plodding scientists, steadily at work during the years past, had already accom- 
plished these results through having shown what could be done and how to do it. 
They had already proved the value of forest preservation and the country had 
commenced to work on that line. They had shown how wasteful methods were 
more costly than scientific methods in mining and manufacturing, and the country 
was rapidly following their teachings 
Not, however, in purely material things is the United States destined to become 
more and more a world power. Its greatest influence in all probability is to be 
that which it is already beginning to exert upon the advancement of wages in 
Europe, and which sooner or later it is destined to exert in all other lands. With 
an average of nearly 1,000,000 people a year coming into this country during 
periods of activity and high wages, we furnish a market for the surplus labor of 
Europe. It comes to the United States, finds employment at wages much higher 
than in Europe, and the story of high wages goes back to the remotest districts of 
the Old World. When times of dullness come population flows the other way, 
and hundreds of thousands return to Europe to await greater activity in this 
country. This inward and outward flow of population has its effect upon the labor 
market and the rate of wages everywhere. It was very noticeable a year or two 
ago, when there was such a demand in this country for labor that every man 
seeking employment could find a job. Then we drained Europe of its surplus 
labor, causing an advance in wages throughout all European countries. Similar 
effects, but at a much slower rate, will eventually be seen in the Orient. Inter- 
communication of the people of all lands carries to the most distant countries the 
facts about the condition of American laborers. As a result men everywhere will 
strive to secure wages somewhat commensurate with those paid in the United 
States, and this country will be a mighty power for the lifting of wages through- 
out the world, since all nations will seek to rise to our standard rather than to pull 
us down to theirs. As a world power the United States is destined largely to 
shape the financial, the industrial and the labor interests of the people of every 
country. Its civilization carried by the returhing immigrant to other lands will

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SOUTHERN COMMERCIAL CON- 
GRESS TOWERING—ABROAD. 


Students of aeronautics will be de- 
lighted to learn that the late Southern 
Commercial Congress at Washington 
has apparently attracted more attention 
abroad than in this country, even ia the 
South, if one of the active spirits in it 
has been correctly quoted in the assecr- 
tion that the report made at the Con- 
gress by Surgeon-General Wyman has 
“been more widely quoted in Europe 
than the utterance of any person on any 
subject during the last decade.” ‘This 
assertion must be borne out by every 
reader in this country of Die Tagliche 
Bungstahrtter of Himmelheim, Ger- 
many ; the Straighth Micsyowizci of St. 
Petersburg, Russia ; the Vodkast Czechk 
of Budapest, Hungary ; the Weekly I/el- 
icon of Athens, Greece; the Hope of 
Zion, published in Turkish and English 
at Jaffa, Palestine; the yearly Quecn of 
Sheba, founded and circulated by his 
Imperial Majesty Menelik, King of 
Abyssinia, and the Chateauzr en Espagne 
of Madrid, Spain. mention of which lat- 
ter paper calls attention to the fact that 
the million-dollar “Southern Architec- 
tural Monument” at Washington has al- 
ready reached such proportions that it 
is proposed, according to announcement, 
to induce the Congress of the United 
States to amend specially the building 
code of the District of Columbia so that 
the structure may rise to the height of 
18 stories, as if it had not many more 
stories already! But hasn't the Wash- 
ington Monument a right to kick? 

Meanwhile, in spite of the enormous 


proportions which the late Southern 
Commercial Congress has assumed 


abroad, and especially in Europe, and 
there particularly at night, its post- 
mortem transmogrifications are appeal- 
ing to the bump of humor of American 
intelligence. Aside from the publication 
in half a dozen papers of material blown 
to them from the almost “divinely in- 
spired” promotion of the congress, little 
attention is being seriously given to it. 
The New York Sun, though, has at last 
found it worthy of comment. It sketches 
the fitful fever of the life of the con- 
gress from the moment when, under the 
influence of “Roosevelt enthusiasm,” the 
building for a permanent Southern ex- 
hibition “was already completed and 
the resources of the various Southern 
States paraded before anxious and ad- 
miring myriads’—in the minds of the 
assemblage — to the present moment, 
when nothing remains but the raising 
of the million dollars for the building 
and the inauguration of the work, and 
says: 

Unfortunately, this has not yet been 
achieved, nor do we think it is likely to be 
furthered by sending vociferous evangelists 
to Washington to fill the columns of local 
newspapers with mere talk. 


The Sun contends that if the South 
does not raise the fund Washington cer- 
tainly will not, and says: 


Meanwhile, the virtue and efficacy of 
voluminous protestation are questionable, to 
say the least. .

A PREDICTION TO BE FUL- 
FILLED. 

One of the foremost of the independ- 

ent steel men of the country, whese 


concern ranks as one of the greatest, in 
a letter to the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
referring to the facts set forth in our 
editorial last week in the open letter to 
the independent iron and steel people of 
the country, pointing to the great future 
of the iron and steel industry of the 
South, writes:

The prophecy to which the 
refers was to the effect that 
ments in the purchase and development 
of coal and iron ore properties in the 
South would duplicate in profits the 
great fortunes which have been made in 
the coal and iron properties of Pennsyl- 
yania and iron lands in the Lake Su- 
perior region. In that editorial, or 
open letter, to the independent iron and 
steel people it was said: 

They have seen the coal lands of Pennsyl 
vania advance from a comparatively few dol 
lars an acre up to $200 to $100), and in the 
Connellsville district to several thousand 
dollars per acre. They have seen the ore 
lands in the Lake Superior district advance 
from a few cents per ton to $1 per ton for 
ore in the ground. They know that, given 
such conditions as exist in the Central 
South, the same things will be repeated. 
They know that the coal lands now available 
at $25 to $50 and $75 an acre must advance to 
a parity with the coal lands of Pennsylvania. 
They know that the iron ores available to 
day at, say, 5 to 20 cents per ton in the 
ground, according to character and location, 
must advance to a parity with the value of 
the Lake Superior ores. 

This is the prophecy which one of the 
very foremost of the great steelmakers 
of America says, in his opinion, will be 
absolutely verified. 

In the MANuFaAcTURERS’ Recorp of 
February 4 in an open letter to the 
United States Steel Corporation the 
managers of that great enterprise were 
urged to utilize the opportunity secured 
by the purchase of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Co. and develop in the 
South an enterprise in keeping with the 
extent of the resources of coal and ore 
owned by the Tennessee company.

At an enthusiastic meetlng last week at 
Richmond of 400 men representing all sec- 
tions of the State the Virginia Good-Roads 
Association was organized with Robert W.

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IRON MARKET WEAK.

sirmingham, Ala., February 13. 

The iron market is undoubtedly weak, 
and it is undoubtedly weaker than it was 
last week. There are no sales reported 
below a basis of $13 for No. 2 foundry, 
either for prompt shipment or for the first 
half of the current year delivery. But 
there can be very little doubt that it has 
been offered on a basis of $12.50 for de- 
livery the first half of 1909. Warrants 
have most of the time been offering on the 
basis of $12.75, and if any have been sold, 
the fact has been kept very quiet. The 
sales reported were from car lots to 200 
tons, and one sale amounted to 300 tons. 
They were all on the basis of $13 for No. 
2 foundry. Among the sales were No. 1 
soft, No. 2 and Nos. 8 and 4 foundry. 
There was also one sale of gray forge at 
$11.50, and one sale of No. 2 foundry for 
delivery the first half the year. The 
amounts reported were of small volume, 
and show what a poor demand there was. 
The report of sales at basis of $12.50 for 
No. 2 foundry came from the buying mar- 
ket in which the offer was made. The 
source is entitled to credence, and it is be- 
lieved here. It will probably have an in- 
fluence on the course of the market. The 
difference between the current quotations 
of iron and the average cost of production 
is so slight now that there will be no haste 
in lowering present values. So far but 
one interest is credited with concession in 
price. 

The scrap-iron market is in a hole, and 
it is stopped up. It is very dull, and the 
outlook for an improvement is not en- 
couraging. The answer to an inquiry as 
to the cause of the trouble was “I don’t 
know.” I only know that I don’t know, 
and don't know what to ask. We are not 
quoting, but are simply waiting for some- 
thing to turn up. Last quotations as 
given by Weller & Co. were:

The condition of the cast-iron pipe trade 
shows practically since last report no 
change. Kansas City had a letting this 
week for 8500 tons of large size water 
pipe, and the city of Dallas also awarded 
a contract this week of 2500 tons. The 
United States Pipe Co. captured both con- 
tracts. There are rumors of fine contracts 
to be let in the near future by Mexican 
authorities, for which there will be keen 
competition. There are numerous small 
orders coming in every week to the pipe 
companies, and they are kept busy in car- 
ing for them. 

The fact that preliminary measures are 
being taken of a practical nature to place 
in commission again the plants of the 
Southern Steel Co. is assurance given of 
the resumption in the near future of its 
activities. As matters now stand, W. H. 
Ilassinger, as trustee, represents the cred- 
itors, and before he can transfer the prop- 
erty to the reorganization committee he 
must have an order of sale from the court. 
This takes time, and it will probably be 
several weeks before this part of the pro- 
ceedings are concluded. The sale will 
place the reorganization committee in pos- 
session of the property, and they can, 





under such organization as they may elect, 
put the works in operation. Of course, 
the first act will be to elect the officials. 
On this subject, as well as upon other mat- 
ters connected with the company, Mr. 
Hassinger, who is practically in charge of 
the property of the company, declines to 
talk. The consensus of opinion here is 
that in the new organization of the com- 
pany he will be elected president. It is 
probable that it will be 60 to 90 days be- 
fore the company is in good working trim. 
It goes without saying that if we have one 
here capable of bringing order out of 
chaos of its affairs and getting results 
from effort, he is the trustee now in charge 
of its property. 

A very important deal was concluded in 
brown-ore properties in Russell county 
during the week, the principals being the 
Eureka Mining & Development Co. and 
some Pennsylvania parties. The land that 
changed hands amounted to 420 acres, and 
the consideration was $160,000, which was 
paid in cash. The new owners are men of 
enterprise, and have ample capital to carry 
out their plans. They also have experi- 
ence in mining brown ore, and will develop 
their property along the line of advanced 
mining. New companies are coming into 
the field every week. The Empire Fuel 
& Iron Co. filed their articles of incorpo- 
ration the past week with a capitalization 
of $10,000. E. B. Nelson is president, G. 
A. McQueen is vice-president, and Otto 
K. Lewis is secretary and treaSurer. They 
will buy, sell and operate mines and min- 
ing properties, 

The Phenix Building Co. was also in- 
corporated with a nominal capital to pro- 
mote the building of the new clubhouse 
lately mentioned. 

The creditors of the Birmingham Coal 
& Iron Co. have organized for the protec- 
tion of all the interests involved and are 
disposed to be very conservative in all 
their actions, and to do all they can to 
aid the fortunes of the company. There 
will be no obstacles thrown in the way of 
a wise and prudent management of its af- 
fairs. The statements of the officials of 
the company, as well as the officials of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Railroad, 
lead one to hope that their financial em- 
barrassments will be of short duration. 
The claim is made that the debts were in- 
curred during the formative period of the 
road, creating a burden which it could not 
shift, and that the earning capacity is now 
of the highest. There are various rumors 
of the disposition of these properties, but 
no one knows anything that is definite. 
One can only say that those who are in 
charge of these properties will have the 
co-operation of the creditors and of the 
community in their endeavors to reinstate 
normal conditions. The Quinn furnace at 
Gadsden is slated to be sold at auction at 
receiver's sale at Gadsden April 17. There 
are the usual rumors in circulation con- 
cerning the final disposition of the prop- 
erty and the formation of a new company 
to operate, but there is no definite develop- 
ment yet that would justify a statement 
of the probable outcome of the sale. It is 
a small furnace, and would cut a very 
small figure in the furnace world. 


Swift & Co. have commenced work on 
the plant they are to establish here. They 
will occupy a building of four stories and 
a basement which, when completed, will 
represent an outlay of $55,000. The 
meats will be shipped here from their 
slaughtering-houses in the West and fin- 
ished at the Birmingham plant. This will 
make this city one of their points of dis- 
tribution. It will make this the general 
headquarters for their Southern business. 

Announcement has been made of the 
erection to be made of a four-story ware- 
house on the corner of First avenue and 
23d street. This is supplemented now by 





an addition of two more business houses 
of similar proportions, to be occupied, 
when completed, as stores. And there are 
others to follow as soon as the arrange- 
ments are made. 

The 12-story hotel to be erected on the 
corner of Fifth avenue and 20th street is 
becoming a very live project. It is as yet 
not absolutely certain. But such progress 
has been made in the necessary efforts to 
secure it that one is justified in the asser- 
tion that the probabilities are greatly in 
favor of the declaration that it will be a 
success. Barring the unexpected, it is a 
success. 

The firm of Payne-Joubert Company 
has secured an order for 100 tons of cast- 
ings to be shipped to Richfield, Idaho. 
The order is mentioned not because of its 
magnitude, but to show how we are reach- 
ing out for what trade there is offering. 

We are gradually getting to be the hub 
of the iron trade, and are constantly mak- 
ing new trade affiliations and extending 
the area of our business territory. The 
wide, wide world is our field, and we are 
gleaning it.

Chickasha, Okla., February 13. 
Chickasha has a population of 12,896, 
property assessed at $3,500,000, capital 
and surplus in her banks $461,000 and 
bank deposits $1,689,000.

There are 33 
wholesale and commission 
houses, municipal water-works, sewerage 
system, United States court, United States 
Indian land office, a large convention hall, 
a library, good hotels, public schools and 
a conservatory of music. 

The city has under contract eight miles 
of street paving, to cost $500,000; nine 
miles of street railroad and 85 miles inter- 
urban; a $90,000 high-school building, a 
$35,000 city hall, three grain elevators and 
a $25,000 fire-alarm station. Contracts 
have been let for the building of 247 mod- 
ern residences, while a number of public 
buildings are soon to be constructed. To 
the southwest, south and southeast of the 
city are asphalt, granite, marble, slate, 
kaolin, lead and zine, while all around is 
one of the richest agricultural belts in the 
country. In fact, all the requisites for a 
great manufacturing city are within 50 
miles of Chickasha.

Georgia Pottery Clays. 

At the recent meeting at Macon, Ga., of 
the Bibb County Board of Education the 
superintendent, in referring to the possi- 
bility of the introduction of work in pot- 
tery in the industrial course in the system, 
said: 

“When efforts were first made to bring 
cotton mills to the South we were met with 
the argument that in this section there 
were no skilled operatives.

With the city as a center, 
within a small radius, there has been in- 
vested in mines $75,000 by the Atlanta 
Mining Co., $30,000 by the General Re- 
duction Co. at Pike’s Peak, $50,000 by 
the Georgia Kaolin Co. and $20,000 by the 
McIntyre Kaolin Co. Mr. Deidrich, the 
manager of the last-named company, has 
offered to give to the board all the kaolin 
that might be needed. It is estimated that 
within the next three months $50,000 will 
be invested by two other mining companies 
that have secured holdings in this neigh- 
borhood. Now the immense output of 
these mines is shipped to pottery works 
in Ohio, New Jersey, Indiana and other 
States, while we have right here facilities 
for manufacturing pottery that are un- 
equaled.”

FARMING IN THE YAZOO. 


Make Money in the Missis- 
sippi Delta. 


Mr. J. B. Goode of St. Louis, in a letter 
to the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD, says: 


How to 


“It now takes twice or three times as 
much work to make a bale of cotton than 
it did before the war, and the labor which 
must be used is much more costly and un- 
reliable than that used 50 years ago. But, 
like the farmer who carried his pumpkins 
to the house with a pumpkin in one end of 
the sack and a rock in the other, they seem 
to say: ‘My father carried his pumpkins 
to the barn this way, and I guess he knew 
what he was doing,’ So they still carry 
the rock both ways, instead of carrying 
two pumpkins one way each trip and doing 
twice as much work in doing so. 

“Cane and cotton had been the money 
crops of the South since long before the 
war, but the tremendous strides of rice, 
alfalfa, fruits and other diversified farm- 
ing passed unnoticed by the cane and cot- 
ton farmer, who owned nearly all of the 
great plantations devoted to this industry. 
They continued (o raise cane and cotton 
in accordance with the methods taught 
them by their fathers, and the consequence 
has been that the best part of the South, 
the Mississippi Bottom and the Yazoo 
Delta, stand today just where they did 50 
years ago. In all of this portion of the 
richest lands on earth the hand of progress 
has been stayed. 

“I can only illustrate this point by go- 
ing into some of my own plans for the cul- 
tivation of my own plantation. I have 
about 800 acres on my home place, 600 of 
which lie over the levee 
water until the spring rise is over, which 
is usually about July 1 to 15, with about 
200 acres fully protected land in cultiva- 
All of this 800 
acres goes into a hog pasture as soon as 
possible. three running 
through this land, two of about 50 acres 


and is under 


tion around the mansion. 


I have lakes 
each over the levee and one of about 25 
acres on the protected land. These give 
an abundance of the best water and wal- 
lows for hogs all the year round, and by 
fencing this 800 acres into eight hog pas- 
tures I can put about 100 acres into each 


pasture, each of which will have about 16 





acres of lake surface, 24 acres of culti- 
vated land and 69 acres of woodland pas- 
ture. Beginning in February, I am going 
to plant 24 acres of sorghum cane each 
month for eight months, one 24 acres in 
each 100-acre pasture, so that I can turn 
the hogs into a new 100-acre pasture, in 
which I will have 24 acres of sorghum 
cane three months old on May 1 and 24 
acres three months old on each of the suc- 
ceeding eight months on which to turn my 
100 sows and the:r brood of say five pigs 
each, using the protected land until the 
water goes off of the unprotected lands 
over the levee. This will be all the feed 
needed for this 600 head of hogs for at 
least eight months of the year, feeding 
corn only about two to four months while 
fattening. This can be done by giving 
them the run of the corn and pea fields 
late in the fall, when from one to three 
ears per head can be thrown to them. This 
500 head of shoats will average from 200 
to 300 pounds each, say 250 each, or a to- 
tal of 125,000 pounds meat and lard,which, 
at 10 cents per pound, would mean $12,500 
in cash profits from only 200 acres of my 
protected land and 600 acres of the accre-

NEW ALABAMA COAL LINE. 


Railroad and Barges Will Give Low 
Freight Rate to Gulf Ports. 


Gulf Railway & 
Navigation Co., according to information 
received by the MANUFACTURERS’ REcoRD,

will do considerable work this year on its 


proposed electric railway from Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., through Birmingham to Gads- 
den, 170 miles, which will handle both 
freight and passengers. The nucleus of 
this system is the Tuscaloosa Belt Line, 
now 12 miles long and which is being 
converted to an electric road for passen- 
ger service, althovgh using a dummy en- 
gine for freight. The company also has a 
barges operating

A representative of Morris Bros., bank- 
ers, 526 Land Title Building, Philadelphia, 
who are prominently identified with the 
enterprise, says that the company is now 
operating 8 steamers and 32 barges, the 
latter being from 300 to 500 tons capacity, 
in addition to the belt line, and business 
on the rivers has jncreased to such an ex- 
tent that it was unable to take all freight 
that was offered, and orders have now been 
placed for 40 more barges. Five steamers 
are operated from Tuscaloosa to Mobile, 
two to Montgomery and one to Columbus, 
Miss.

At pres- 
ent but little coal outside of that of the 
Birmingham Railway & Navigation Co. is 
taken, but the low freight rate is presented 
as a great inducement for the output of 
the Alabama mineral region. The com- 
pany has, he states, secured through allied 
interests a large acreage of coal lands in 
this district which will produce a great 
quantity of good steam coal and assure 
tonnage for the line. Besides what it now 
owns, the company is said to be acquiring 
additional coal lands and will also have
